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Trade by Prohibiticns and Reftriai- 
ons ; [touch’d at the Flanders Prohibi- 
tion, and I did purpofe to come to our new- 
fefhion’d Way of prohibiting Commerce in 
Cafes of War, and fo direétty to our pre- 
fent Prohibition of the French Trade, by 
which, as in the firft Part of this Work, I 
have prov’d, we lofe out of Pocket 5000007. 
per Annum, and fo fight againft our felves 
in making War with our Enemiese—— A 
Thing, the Wifdom of our Neighbours 
confider’d of in Time, and took care to re- 
medy it, and I was in Hopes we fhould have 
been infiru€ted by our Loffes before now, 
to have been equally prudent. 
But I love to go on, in order we may 
farther fee the Inconvenicncies of our Pro- 
hibitions in Trade, by the daily Applica- 


] Have been telling you the Injury to 


tion of our People tq the Parliament te 
reGiifie them 5 one of which is now parti- 
cularly depending before the H...ofL... 
and may perhaps meet with its Decifion 
this very Day; I mean the Affair of ex- 
porting White-Cloths. 

I know, it is alledg’d, that Exporting 
our Cloths unmanufa@ur’d, is robbing us of 
the Labour of the Poor; a Thing in all our 
Difcourfes of Manufa&uring principally to 
be contider’d, as what lies at the Bottom, 
and isthe Soul of our Welfare in Trade— 
But moft of our general Rules admit fome 
Exception, and this among the reft, one 
very confiderable Oue, as to White Clothe. 

The Dyers are originaily the Complain 
ers in fuch a Cafe, together 'with fome of 
the Workmen employ’d in dreffing or finifh- 


ing the Cloths; and thefe fay, they are de- 
priv’d 
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priv’d of their Work, o7 at leaft in a great 
Meafure difcourag’d— But here it is to be 
ask’d, 


r.Do not iome People in foreign Parts dye 
the Cloth better and cheaper than you 
cando? If they do, you cannot wonder 
that they refufe to have thein of our Dy- 
ing: Now ’tis the well and cheap Per- 
formance which forces aManufa@ure or 
Trade, and Prohibitions cannot alter it. 
Do the Dutch refufe our Cloths dy’d,be- 
caufe they dye them better and cheap- 
er themielves ? Let our Dyers fo im- 
ptove their Artas to out-dothem, and 
dye them better and cheaper than the 
Dutch, and inftead of taking none 
dy’d, intime they will come ro take 
none white 3 and if you by ill dying ren- 
dec your Manufacture unmarketable,as 
it feemsit is, when it comes to lye by 
their own ; Can any Body wonder or 
blame the Dusb for refufing them ? 
°Tis.plam, they do not refufe your 
Cloth, Sut your Dyers, and it would 
be hard, that becaufe your Dyers are 
Bunglers at their Trade, you fhould 
fupport them at the Expence of your 
whole Manafaure. 

2. But here is another Claufe unhappily 
concetn’d in this Affair, which makes 
it abfolutely sidiculous, and that is, 
that a great Deal of this Cloth is car- 
ry’d up rovgh and undre(s'd into Ger- 
manyand France, and feveral Parts of 
Europe, where it is worn white and 
rough, and never drefs’d or dy’d atall. 
—And this is manifeft in cheArticles of 
Sur-Tout Coats in Germany, efpecially 
for Servants and poer People, Cloath- 
ing Armies and Monaftick Habits of 
the Religious Houfes 3 now if we will 
let none of our Cloths go out white or 
usdcefs'd, what is this but to make 
an A@ of Parliament, that the Fryers 
fhall change their Habits, or fhall not 
be clothed with Englifb Cloth; that the 
Pruffian Sur-Touts and the Saxon Horfe 
foall cloth with no more Wiltfire 
Whites, and the Exgii/d of this is, that 
we are barring out other Nations from 
vue Trade, and prohibiting our 


Gloucefterfoire and Wiltfhire People 
making Cloth. 


This is fo plain, and has been made out 
fo clearly, that che Wifdoin of the Natioa 
has moft (eafunably taken it into Coalidera+ 
tion, and nothing hasbeen mare furprizing 
to me, than chat any Body fhould appear to 
oppofe an A& of fo vilible Advantage to 
the Nation. 

Nor has this been a new Thing in Eng- 
land, we ate pethaps one of the beft Na- 
tions in the World to make Laws that do 
us no good, and neg!e@ chofe that are tor 
our good when they are made 5 aa Enquiry 
intocither of which Articles would be the 
keeneft Satyr, any Man in che World could 
write upon our Country. 

I fhould fava great Deal more to this 
Affair of the White Cloth, but] hope, the 
Dill for its Expostation being ac che Point 
of paffing, there will be the lefs Occation— 
T could cafily make Calculations upon the 
Multitude of People icemploys; the vaft 
Excent of Country, and fome of it the rich- 
eft in England, which depends upon it ; the 
whole We/tern Part ot England, from Salij- 
bury to Gloucefter, are in furme Meafure to 
be faid to tive byits the great and popu- 
lous Vales, numberlels Villages and weal- 
thy Towns, which are in the Tra@ of Land 
where this Trade lies, are hardly to be 
match’d in the Nation, and all, by this 
fenfetefs Interruption of Trade, are ata 
full Scop, and their Cloth lies by withoat a 
Market ; wealthy Clothiers have their 
whale Stocks and Eftates in Trade lyiag on 
their Hands in Goods. Thefe Goods want 
no Demand, want no Vent, Bureigners 
want them, almoft as much as we want to 
fellthem, and our Officers having found 
out by their mighty Wifdom a Law of Pru- 
hibicion, we will not lec them be carry’d co 
the Market to be fold. 

Were thisata Time, when we had a free 
and open Trade with afl the World befide, 
and that our People, gencrally fpeaking, 
were full of Trade, the Grievance would 
make the lefs Noife, but when icfalls ata 
Time, when we fuffer innumerable Euine- 
mgs and Convulfions in the ocher farts of 
our Trade, itis dosbly Unhappy, and adds 


to 
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to the Compli¢ation of Difafters we now 
Rruggle with—— But as violest Difeates 
prompt the Remedy, [ hope, this is near 
its Cure, and J do not mention it-nere to 


difcourage us—but to make out what am 
upon, viz The Mitchief, generally {feake 
ing, of our Prohibitions in Trade.
